Kidding Your Kid 


If you are encouraging your boy or 
girl to collect stamps in the hope that 
it will teach him “neatness” or “obser- 
vation” or “system” or anything of that 
sort, you are kidding your kid—and 
fooling yourself. Stamp collecting doesn’t 
do any such things; neither does any 
other pursuit. You can’t teach “neat- 
ness” in general—but you can teach sev- 
eral hundred separate neatnesses. 


There’s a man living over on Morn 
ingside Heights in New York, N. Y., 
named Edward Lee Thorndike, who is 
the ablest, most persistent and most 
level-headed student of the human mind 
in our days. He spent only half a dozen 
years and worked with thousands of 
cases, On just this problem of whether 
there is such a thing as general training 
—whether training spreads—and so forth 
Now the net result of Thorndike’s work 
is that there hain’t no sech animile as 
general training. If you learn to observe 
music, it doesn’t help you observe poetry; 
if you learn to observe stamps it doesn’: 
help you to observe roadside signs; if 
you learn to observe one sort of post 
marks it doesn’t help you to observe 
whether the necktie you wear is tied 
properly. 

Now of course Thorndike says that 
now and then we get unexpected cases 
in which training does spread—but yo: 
can’t count on their happening or hap- 
pening strongly enough to be useful any 
more than you might count on comets 
for light at night. 

So when your boy or girl has learned 
to be neat in making up a stamp collec- 
tion, you may as well forget to expect 
that he will keep his shoes shined, his 
hair brushed or his hands clean—or ever 
that it will help him in making his 
school work less mussy. It just isn’t in 
human nature for this to happen. 

All the same, there’s no doubt that 
youngsters do get some educational good 
out of collecting stamps. But this good 
is entirely different from what we have 
always said it was. 

First of all, they pick up all kinds of 
odds and ends of information which are 
tot in the regular lines of fact taught 
by the schools and listed in the school 
books. Some of these facts are useful; 
Many are interesting; and they may even 
help (some of the time) to get the child | 
More interested in some part of his school

Next and most important, doing stamp 
collecting activities helps strongly to give 
practice in several sorts of reading that 
are mighty useful and which the schools 
haven’t time to train as highly as most 
of us need. 

Stamp collecting, using catalog, album, 
etc., requires reading to follow instruc- 
tions. This is an important ability—as 
anyone who has tried to navigate the 
new Penn Station-tube-trolley-bus term- 
al in Newark, N. J., will know. Stamp 
collecting really does get in some 





splendid and interesting practice in this 
sort of reading. 

Stamp collecting, in locating stamps 
in the album or by catalog, does give 
nractice in two other reading abilities. 
One of them is reading to find out one 
particular fact from amid a mass of 
mixed information. The other is read- 
ing to get the central or main idea of 
what is being read. Both of them are 
mighty useful in any line of work. 

Other abilities in reading also come 
into use but these three ought to suf- 
fice as educational uses for the hobby. 








Presidential Coils and Booklets in January 


On the last day of November, the Post Office Department made its long 
awaited announcement of first day sale arrangements for the coil and booklet 
pane varieties of the Presidential Series. Of most importance the announcement 
settles once and for all the recurring rumor that the P. O. would not service 
first day covers. The Department has announced it will service covers, but 
states that it can not give assurance the stamps affixed to covers will be of 
the usual selected centering. This reservation is due to the fact that an un- 
usually large proportion of coil stamps are offcenter and that booklet panes 
due to manner of manufacture are frequently not only off-center but cut badly 
so that margins are not uniform. 

On January 20, all the sidewise coils will be issued. The denominations 
are as follows: 1c, 1¥4c, 2c, 3c, 4c, 4¥%4c, 5c, 6c, and 10c. The usual rules on 
first day covers apply. Not more than ten covers for any one stamp will be 
serviced; and particular attention is called to the fact that to prepay postage 
fully, covers for 1c must bear a strip and 1c and 2c must bear pairs; unless 
of course the covers are addressed to local addressees in Washington where 
the 2c rate applies and only a single 2c or pair of 1c will be necessary. All 
orders for first day covers must reach the Washington, D. C., postmaster no 
later than January 15. 

On January 27, the endwise coils and booklet panes will be issued. The 
endwise coils comprise the denominations of Ic, 1¥%4c, 2c and 3c and the 
booklet panes include 1c, 2c and 3c denominations. Strips or pairs, as the case 
may be, must be used of the three lower value coils to fully prepay postage 
on covers; while on covers for booklet panes the postoffice will affix full panes 
of six stamps each only. Orders for all these varieties must reach the Wash- 
ington, D. C., postmaster no later than January 22. The endwise coils and 
booklet panes will be affixed vertically at the right hand side of covers and 
collectors are warned to leave adequate space for affixing same when addressing 
their covers. A space of not less than 3% inches square will be necessary for 
stamps and postmark and so collectors should not use envelopes of a size 
smaller than 644 by 314 inches. Addressess on these covers should be placed 
in lower LEFT-HAND corner of covers. 

All covers with booklet panes will bear the hand cancels since machine 
cancellations are not practical on such large items; but coil stamps will receive 
either style of cancel best suited to the covers. 

Remittances for stamps to be placed on covers must be made in cash or by 
money order and never in, stamps. Orders for unused stamps or stamps 
appearing on different dates must be sent separately, the orders for mint stamps 
being sent the Philatelic Agency and not to the Washington postmaster.

Japan’s Latest Pictorial 





A stamp that will soon become fa- 
miliar to tourists in Japan and to collec- 
tors in foreign lands was to have been 
issued on November 1. The new stamp 
is of the 10 sen denomination, the rate 
applying to postal cards and will re- 
place the current stamp of that denomi- 
nation as old stocks are exhausted. It 
pictures the Yomei Gate (Gate of Sun- 
light) of the Tosho Shrine at Nikko, one 
of the beauty spots of the country. The 
gate has been termed by those who ad- 
mire that particular style of architecture 
“the most beautiful gate in Japan,” and 
the view on the stamp was chosen after 





much study by Masura Kimura, who 
has designed other stamps. Mr. Kimura 
sketched the design, with another de- 
signer of the Communications Ministry, 
Teizo Kasori doing the lettering. The 
new stamp is expected to advertise the 
beauty of the Nikko countryside to tour- 
ists. In feudal times, the common peo- 
ple could not go beyond the gate shown 
on the stamp and only the samurai could 
pass it after laying aside their swords. 
The color of the new stamp will be 
dark red, a color typical of the lacquer 
used on temples. Karl Lewis of Yoko- 
hama submits a clipping from the Japan 
Advertiser of October 26 regarding the 
stamp, as well as specimens of them.

(“Dee”) N. A. DeBajligethy of the Okla- 
homa Philatelic Society is chairman of 
the Executive Committee and Denny L. 
Deere, Secy. The rules of the exhibi- 
tion will be ready to mail by the first 
of the year, each major society being in- 
vited to form a division of its own. 
Awards will be made in many groupings 
and to societies. Tulsa plans to be able 
to take very good care of the visitors, 
local hotels having a capacity of 7,000 
A-1 accomodations, and the committee 
expects fully 25,000 visitors in all. Some 
$5,000 is being spent to put the affair 
over, representing one of the largest 
appropriations for philatelic publicity 
ever made. 

Particular effort is being made to ob- 
tain exhibits by foreign governments, as 
well as official representatives from 
them. Two countries’ exhibits are al- 
ready on hand; thirty others having sig- 
nified they will send both entries and 
diplomatic representatives. The exhi- 
bition will be insured though no entry 
fee is to be charged. 20 silver loving 
cups are among the awards. 

A tentative program has already been 
prepared covering the first four days 
very completely. On the first day the 
exhibition will be opened at 10 A. M.; 
a luncheon at noon for foreign delegates; 
a sightseeing tour in the afternoon to 
the Will Rogers Museum at Claremore, 
etc.; official welcome during the eve- 
ning by the Governor and Mayor; wind- 
ing up with fun-making by the Wah- 
hoos until early in the morning. The 
succeeding days are modeled on the 
same plans, including special exhibits by 
representatives of the various foreign 
countries. On Friday evening, May 19, 
the Ambassador’s Ball will be held. The 
following day a Buffalo Barbecue is 
planned. The program indicates stamp 
collectors are in for a busy and pleasant 
gathering at Tulsa next spring.

U. S. NOTES 





In response to our noting the Parcel 
Post Commemorative slogan cancel from 
Boston, Walter L. Reid sends drawings 
of two he has received. Each differs 
in arrangement of the ruled lines, the 
wording being the same, “SILVER 
JUBILEE — PARCEL POST —ANY- 
WHERE TO EVERYWHERE?” in three 
lines. One used from Station 23, Chi- 
cago, Ill, has complete ruled line only 
at top of inscription and below it; 
while one from machine 9 at Chicago 
has a ruled line between each line of 
the slogan. Indications are that these 
slogan inserts are official, as they are 
reported elsewhere from various of the 
largest postoffices. Their life will un- 
doubtedly be short, so collectors should 
garner them while they may. Mr. Reid 
also notes a meter design from Swift & 
Co., picturing a package with commemo- 
rative slogan. 





U. S. collectors familiar with the de- 
tails of the Farleys will be interested 
in the explanation by Postmaster General 
Farley of how and why those famous 
issues appeared, included in his auto- 
biography in the American Magazine. 
The explanation i* so much at variance 
with that in philatelic records that the 
clipping will prove an amusing (if not 
infuriating) contrast with others of the 
time. The P. M. G. cited the gift of 
73 albums containing “specimen” stamps 
in 1903-5 by Republican administrations 
as precedent for his distribution of the 
Farleys. The reader is not informed 
that the “specimens” given away were 
proofs or stamps overprinted specimen 
and consequently did not constitute new 
stamp issues as they were not good for 
postage; while the gifts of 1933, etc. 
were major varieties good for postage 
and sold on that basis. Crowning point 
of interest in the article is his compli- 
menting his administration with doing 
away entirely with gift stamps or special 
issues. 





The last of the U. S. stamps over 
printed for use in the Canal Zone have 
been issued there, according to a report 
in the New York Times of Nov. 20. This 
stamp is the 30c Bison 1922-25 U. S 
series of which 195,000 had been over 
printed since 1924. The Canal Zonc 
Philatelic Agency is reported to be hold 
ing for orders from collectors some 2,300 
copies. The assumption is that soon a 
30c will be ordered in a distinctive de 
sign for the Zone. It is reported that 
about 14,000 of the 14c U. S. over 
printed are on hand and these are sold 
concurrently with the 14c stamp por- 
traying General Siebert introduced ir 
1937. Apparently the 14c will last 
longer than any other, even the 30c. 


Marcus W. White of Worcester, Mass. 
writes in to correct the little item on 
page 31 of the Nov. 12 issue,, titled 
“How Scarce Envelope Varieties Were 
Created.” At this late date the Queen 





City Philatelist stands corrected says Mr. 
White, for it did not correctly state which 
of the 1874-86 Plimpton envelopes were 
crdered by dealers only for speculative 
purposes. Mr. White says the 30c and 
90c cream envelopes were regularly is 
sued sometime between Oct. 21, 1874 and 
July 1, 1875. Less than 80 of the 30c 
were actually issued. The two varieties 
ordered by the Boston dealers were the 
same values on oriental buff paper. Mr 
White states that less than 150 were is- 
sued of the 24c cream of this series. All 
of which indicates that the envelope 
listings hide many an interesting item. 
Thanks, Mr. White for your interesting 
data. 





The most elaborately bound auction 
catalog we’ve seen for a long time from 
a sale on this side of the Atlantic was 
received the other day from Philip H. 
Ward, Jr. of Philadelphia. It lists the 
lots for the sale on Dec. 6 of the collec- 
tion of the U. S. of a “Mr. X.” Why the 
anonymity we don’t know, for any col- 
‘ector would be proud to have owned 
‘he material included. The lots include 
only issues between 1845 and 1893, but 
catalog well over $100,000. The owner, 
the foreword says, spent 15 years getting 
together a fine array of Postmasters Pro- 
visionals and all later issues. And they 
are all there, in the finest of copies. The 
illustrations include five Baltimores on 
cover; a Brattleboro on cover; 2 bisects 
of the 12c 1851; three bisects of the 2c 
Black Jack; while off cover such things 
as Special Prints, etc., galore. The book 
*s stitched and bound in cloth with a 
reproduction of the Baltimore cover in 
a sunken panel on the front. 





The government publishes a list of all 
post offices. This is titled the “U. S. 
Official Post Office Guide’’ and is the 
standard reference book at all post offi- 
ces. It lists all post offices, alphabeti- 
cally and by states, but this is only a 
portion of the thick volume. It contains 
all manner of instructions for postal 
service and contains much information to 
the collector buried between a lot of de- 
tails of interest only to postal employees. 
Cloth bound, it sells for $1.50 of the 
Supt. of Documents, Govt. Printing 
Office, Washington. New editions appear 
in July. A monthly supplement is is- 
sued at a cost of 75c per 11 supplements. 


The catalog of the sale held by the 
American Art Assn.—Anderson Galler- 
ies Inc. on Dec. 5 and 6 contained a 
wealth of rare material for the collector 
who loves the intricacies of proofs and 
essays. While such items are of course 
not postage stamps, they are beautiful 
additions to any collection. In this sale 
were such items as 1847 die proofs on 
large India paper, like nothing other 
than beautiful little miniature sheets. 
Also included was one of the five or six 





sets in existence of the Atlanta Exhi- 
bition trial colors of 1880 when all de- 
signs were reprinted in one sheet of each 
in five colors each. 





Edwin P. Seebohm’s auction catalog 
for a Dec. 8th sale contained illustra. 
tions of the choicer lots, including five 
U. S. Revenues, one of which is uncan- 
celled. Shown are the 50c, $20 and $200 
of Civil War issues and the $500 current 
documentary design. We’d always under- 
stood that U. S. revenue stamps may not 
be illustrated in any shape or form and 
foreign revenues only from defaced 
plates. However, the law could be mod- 
erated to the extent of excepting obso- 
lete and demonitised series, such as the 
Civil War and 1898 issues. 





Two weeks ago our Broadway Chatter 
columnist reported New York dealers 
playing jokes on each other by getting 
someone to order U. S. No. 502 at a 
fabulous price. Of course, there is no 
such thing as a No. 502, it just being a 
number that somehow was skipped when 
the catalog was revised at some time or 
other. Some readers understood that 
there really is a No. 502 and wanted to 
know where it could be obtained, so we 
hasten to print this explanation.

Editor’s Notebook 


WHAT’S IN’ Ever since the word 
A NAME? “philatelist” was coined 

there have been those 
who scorned it on the grounds that it 
was a high-hat term; its use in their 
opinion being indication the user was 
putting on airs. In short, they com- 
pared such usage to calling a plumber 
a “sanitary engineer.” We never could 
agree with this point of view, chiefly 
because we have rarely encountered any- 
one using the word with intention of 
appearing better than any other stamp 


collector. It’s generally agreed that 
one word is much beter than two or 
three. It’s much simpler to use “phila 


telist” in its different forms than to trv 
to fit “stamp collector” or “stamp dealer” 
to the needs of the moment. We use 
them as they come. 

We can term a stamp dealer a “phila- 
telist” and we can also term a stamp 
collector a “philatelist.” But glance at 
the wordage saved by terming a person 
who does both as a “philatelist” rather 
than “stamp collector and dealer.” Sounds 
better, too. It’s true there are times 
when the coined word has its drawbacks, 
chief of these being on occasions where 
the general public will encounter it. 
Despite the fact that philately has rap- 
idly come before the public in the past

few years, many persons still do not 
understand the word. But the public 
is becoming educated on things like that 
and in a way the term if puzzling is 
good publicity for they’ll want to know 
what it’s all about. 

The term “philately” and its various 
forms are with us to stay and are so gen- 
erally used that objections to them 
should be brushed aside for that reason 
alone. It’s too late now to discard these 
coined terms. To use the proper terms 
for our activities is the proper thing for 
us to do. Certainly no one should be 
afraid to use them for fear of being 
accused of snobbishness. The accusers 
are the ones to need correction. 

What we do need in the hobby in con- 
nection with these words is an under- 
standing of the proper pronunciations of 
the various forms. Many an otherwise 
excellent talk at a philatelic function has 
been marred by the speaker pronouncing 
the name of the hobby in a manner jar- 
ting to the ears of his listeners. In this 
connection it’s true that many phila- 
telists are separated from their fellow 
hobbyists and only hear the word used 
occasionally, if at all. Maybe it would 
be a good thing if in one of these issues 
we print a pronunciation guide to phila- 
tely, philatelists, philatelic, etc?

Mussolini’s Quotations On 
Latest Italian Set 


On the 16th anniversary of the his- 
toric Fascist march on Rome, Italy is- 
sued a set of ten stamps for ordinary 
postage and another set of six values for 
airmail postage, all commemorating the 
proclamation of the Empire. It had been 
thought the Italian government had put 
itself on record as an “empire” before 
this, but the new set apparently com- 
memorates the formal proclamation of 
the official change of title from king- 
dom to empire. Each of the new ordi- 
nary values portrays a person or scene 
in the heroic style with a quotation by 
Mussolini to suit. Mussolini is repre- 
sented on each by a script “M” below 
the quotations, all of which were taken 
from his writings and speeches. Some 
of the quotes would bring caustic com- 
ment; others are ironic; but all sym- 
bolize the effort to instill a thorough 
pride in Italy and its accomplishments, 
with particular emphasis on the re- 
birth of the Roman Empire under Mus- 
solini’s guidance. Some of the quotations 
are as follows: “Coordination of all 
forces under the orders of one man”; 
“The sacrifice was great, but not in 
vain”; “The victory was won and for- 
ever”, etc. Of the Ethiopian conquest 
the quotation is “An empire of civiliza- 
tion and humanity for the peoples of 
Ethiopia”—irony there! On the one por- 
traying Victor Emmanuel, King-Emperor, 
“Of him I have no doubt” is a remark 
open to varying constructions. High 
compliments are paid Columbus and 
Leonardo da Vinci; of the former, “The 
most audacious navigator of the seas” 
and of the latter, “the most profound 
mind in the arts and sciences.” Truly 
a most interesting set, both for designs 
and the inscriptions so typical of Mus- 
solini’s expressions. LaRue Applegate 
in the New York Times gives the above 
translations of the new issues’ inscrip- 
tions.

At LonG Last 


Like the passing of an old friend does 
the passing of the veteran U-1 type of 
Lima, O., affect us. Would that every 
city used its precancelling devices with 
such care and restraint. We would have, 
I believe, a much firmer and steadier 
hobby. It has not been so long ago 
that I mentioned about noting the U-1 
type on the Yc Presidential and now 
we note a new electro on the same 
stamp. It’s a variation of U-12. Letters 
the same but the lines very close to- 
gether. When centered it leaves con- 
siderable space above and below, ob- 
viously for dating purposes. We might 
suggest that the 4c Pres. in U-1 from 
Lima would be a good stamp to get. 
Since it is apparent that quite a few 
Y4c stamps are being used at Lima we 
might expect a %4c buro. So don’t be 
surprised if this happens. 


LeFT HANDED ALBUMS 


After giving this a little thought the 
idea is not so nutty as it first may 
sound. It would not surprise us if that 
in a few years manufacturers of albums 
would be offering both styles. In the 
present setup of loose leaf albums the 
page containing the stamps are on the 
right. The one advantage given by its 
adherents are ““When stamps are mount- 
ed on the left page one has a chance to 
see that all stamps are lying flat before 
the next page closes down on them.” Or 
are they? I think there is room for an 
argument there. 


DaTING DITTIES 


One more method of applying the 
dating and overprinting on precancels 
has come to my attention. A 20c New 
Haven Conn., and a lc buro on a piece 
of cover, which shows that the stamps 
were placed on package and the dating 
etc. were applied afterwards to the 20c, 
as it runs over the stamp on both sides. 
--- Have noticed several high and low 
values together on a cover, and only 
the ones above six cents having the 
overprinting, which is as it should be, 


Germany Demonitises Issues 





After December 31, a number of Ger- 
man stamps will be demonitised though 
some may be exchanged as late as Jan- 
uary, 1939 for current German stamps 
at post offices. Included are the follow- 
ing stamps: 1924 NRbheinstein Castle, 
View of Cologne and Marienburg, also 
1930 Cologne; 1925 Speyer Cathedral; 
the 1937 Air Protection League set; 1937 
Hitler and Nurnberg blocks. All Aus- 
trian stamps were without postal value 
after Oct. 31, but until Dec. 31 post 
offices would exchange German stamps 
for them when presented. 





but is departing from an earlier pro- 
cedure of overprinting all the precancels 
regardless. --- Also have been shown 
recent mail with high-value precancels 
and no dating.--- Yellow seems to be the 
only color not used in the overprinting. 
Maybe I haven’t given the boys time 
enough yet. 


NorTEs 


Some recently noted presidentials: 1c 
Fremont, Nebr., old U-7; Ketchikan, 
Alaska, 1c U-121; Seary, Ark., lc U-122; 
Paducah, Ky., 1c U-12. This marks the 
passing of another old U-1 plate.; Hunt- 
ington Park, N. Y., 2c U-121. The ruling 
demanding overprinting of precancels 
has really cut into the number of users 
of precancels. I was surprised that it had 
made such inroads. We expect to have 
exact figures soon of a count of a week’s 
actual mail. This we think will be very 
interesting. --- After noting the depart- 
ment’s ruling on precancels for Decem- 
ber, we (confidentially) expect a little 
let down on the overprinting law. Now 
don’t tell a soul and hold your breath, 
Maybe!!! 


QUESTION? 


Are precancels valued higher if in 
blocks, coil pairs, or odd strips? In the 
bureau print field, where specialization 
is practiced, there are quite a few items 
in blocks and pairs that are worth much 
more than the same number of singles. 
In the general field unless there is some- 
thing very odd shown on one of the 
stamps of a block or pair they are not 
worth any more than the same number 
of singles. Pieces other than blocks in 
sheet stamps are not worth any addi- 
tional unless they show something un- 
usual about the plate. Long strips of 
bureau coils are sometimes sought after 
but are seldom worth more than the 
same number of pairs they represent. 
In general collecting, collectors often 
save odd strips and other odd size pieces 
and work them in their album pages 
to break the monotony. It is not very 
often tho that they will pay a premium 
for such pieces.

City. This newly invented collector’s 
aid combines a pair of tongs with per- 
foration, millimeter gauges and magni- 
fying glass as well. It is about the size 
of a fountain pen and has a pocket clip, 
for carrying the gadget in the same 
manner as a pen. In the top portion, in 
the “handle” of the tweezers are ar- 
ranged the gauges and scales in much 
the same manner as a thickness gauge. 
Four metal slides are etched with all per- 
foration gauges and measurement scale 
in 32nds of an inch and millimeters. Also 
fitting in the handle is a small oblong 
six-power magnifying glass. The whole 
is very compact.and takes up a minimum 
of pocket space. Robert A. Hawks, of 
West Newton, Mass. is the inventor.

CHRISTMAS KENMORE KOLLECTOR 


In red and green holly decorated borders 
arrives on the desk the December KenMore 
Kollector from the KenMore Stamp Co. In its 
16 pages it lists a host of special and new 
offers of British Colonials, but undoubtedly of 
greatest interest to the 20,000 customers of the 
firm will be the photographs of the entire 
working force of this largest British Empire 
stamp firm. If anyone has wondered just who 
Ken of KenMore really is, after reading those 
newsy monthly notes on British Colonial hap- 
penings, wondering can end with the appearance 
of this Kollector. Ken it develops is a non-sea 
going parrot—anyway that’s the label on the 
picture. The KenMore firm is preparing to 
issue the first week of January the second 
edition of its British Colonial catalogue. Details 
without end (or so they seem) are rapidly 
being taken care of. No one who has ever 
really seen a catalog under preparation can 
appreciate the amount of time and effort ex- 
pended on such books. 


SPECULATORS LEAVING US 


That the heavy speculators are departing 
from our midst is apparent with the offerings 
of huge quantities of such stamps as the 25c 
Clipper and 16c Airmail Special at less than 
face. Since these were among the last of U. S. 
issues in which many unwisely speculated, it 
seems that we are nearing the end of the 
unloading of such holdings. The Farley issues 
have gotten over their early ups and downs 
and have settled down now to practically a 
permanent price. 





RESULTS FOR TWO MONTHS 


To receive orders for several weeks after the 
appearance of an ad is not unusual, but A. H. 
Chamberlain of Olyphant, Pa., reports that after 
two months had passed he is still receiving 
orders from his Jubilee ad published that long 
ago. Orders came in from distant places, in- 
cluding Australia, Malta and New Zealand. He 
writes, “I did not do a big business from the 
start, but returns from that ad have been 
steady and regular, even to receiving an order 
this week.”

Latest wholesale catalog to arrive is the 
60-page Wholesale Catalog #51 of the Empire 
Stamp Co. of Toronto, Canada. While it 
features as may be expected Canada, and 
Newfoundland, it also lists much U. S. and 
British Colonial material. In foreign general 
issues we note much pictorial material, singles 
stamps priced per 10 and 100, much of it being 
early 20th Century stamps. Packets are also 
an important feature of their line, ranging in 
price from 5c up. A copy of this catalog is 
available to any dealer, store-keeper or col- 
lector-trader on request—if indeed you haven't 
already answered their ad abcut the catalog. 


WHOLESALE APPROVALS STARTED 


Dealers have had until now few opportunities 
to see new material for their stocks in the 
same convenient manner collectors do when 
looking for additions to their collections. Feeling 
that an approval service of wholesale items 
only, sent only to dealers, would fill a long-felt 
need, the Justice Stamp Corp. is inaugurating 
such a service. Their ad will be found elsewhere 
in this issue. They state the approvals are not 
standardized assortments, but sendings made up 
to suit each individual request for them, con- 
sequently meeting the wants of dealers in 
localities where collecting tastes differ. One 
advantage of this service they state will he 
that the dealer can display the material and 
sell it before having to remit to the wholesaler, 
thus avoiding a heavy investment. 


MARKET NOTES 


As gleaned here and there: . . . Miniature 
and souvenir sheets are no longer snatched off 
the market in unseemly haste, both number 
of issues and number of buyers indicating a 
return of sense. Sales are steady, but not 
spectacular and the first fever is cooling off. 
... U. S. recent issues in superb used blocks 
are re-appearing on the market in as large if 
not larger quantities as in the days of the 
special-delivery fee racket. The recent offerings 
are however from controlled-mail houses and 
perfectly legitimate, though they will keep prices 
down on used blocks. ... U. S. Envelopes 
are on the upswing in demand. These beautiful 
stamps were neglected (and still are) by many 
collectors due to the maze of minor differences 
recognized by catalogs, rather than by the 
cost of many items. In proportion to numbers 
used, many seem priced very low, if one com- 
pares them with the regular U. S. issues. 


Technical Stamp Burning 





In Hungary one time many years ago 
a former member of the Diet was in- 
volved in a scandal involving thousands 
of florins in face value of Hungarian 
stamps. In accordance with custom, a 
quantity of stamps were ordered destroy- 
ed by incineration at a brick kiln near 
the State Printing Works. The poli- 
tician arranged with the stoker of the 
kilns to draw the fire shortly before the 
committee arrived. Thus, the stamps 
when thrown in by the committee were 
only scorched in part, and the commit- 
tee departed thinking they had all 
burned. The stamps were retrieved and 
distributed through a coffee-house pro- 
prietor but not all had been used be- 
fore the criminals were caught.
